Since then, Hospice, now 
part of\the St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center's Home Care 
Services department, has 
helped fn estimated 2,500 
patients, their families and 
friendS deal with terminal ill- 
ness. 

It will celebrate its 20th 

niversary on Friday with a 
prayer vigil from 7:15 to 8 
a.m. Saturday 

“We thought it appropriate 
to start our celebration this 
way,” volunteer coordinator 
Nancy Kaprelian said. “We 
felt that a lot of what we do 
has a spiritual quality to it. 

“We wanted some serious- 
ness to it, not just a happy 
time, although we will be hav- 
ing some other celebration 
things.” bs 

During the vigil, staff mem- 
bers and volunteers will be 


taking turns reading prayers 
in the SEMC chapel for all the 
patients they have served over 
the past two decades. 

Kaprelian added that they 
will be having an open house 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Nov. 1 
in the Sister Mary Thomas 
Room of the hospital 

“I'm going to have all of 
Home Care Services in there, 
but Hospice of Madison County 
will be the focal point,” 
Kaprelian said 

A tea party for volunteers 
and staff is also planned for 
December and a public recep- 
tion is also planned from 2 to 4 
p.m. Oct. 24 in the Wiesman 
Room at SEMC. 

The hospice started as an 
independent organization in 
1979, then became part of 
SEMC in 1986. 

‘The hospice was the first in 
the Metro East, in the entire 
St. Louis region, said Patient 
Care coorditgpr Lois 
Hindmon 

Both Hindmon and 
Kaprelian said the fact that it 
has operated for 20 years is a 
major accomplishment. 

“It's important because we 
help people spend the last part 
of their life how they want to,” 
Hindmon said.

“When there is no longer a 
cure, there is a lot of care we 
can provide,” she said

pie really like to do. When 
they are confronted with a 
prognosis of terminal illness, 
you just need help, you need 
assistance getting through this 
time.

Plans in works to celebrate trek 


Lewis and Clark Society plans bicentennial observance

Almost 200 years ago, the 
Corps of 
Discovery 
started its 
trek 
across the 
uncharted wilderness of the 
new world. 

In 1804, Capts. Meriwether 
Lewis and William Clark led 
the expedition up the Missouri 
River, eventually working 
their way to the Pa¢gific Ocean 
and paving the way for the 
westward expansion of the 
United States. 

Today, members of the 
Lewis and Clark Society of 
America are gearing up to cel- 
ebrate what they consider one 
of the most important events 
in American history and local 
members are hoping that 
Camp Dubois, where the group

trained and stayed during the 
winter of 1803-04, will play a 
major role in that celebration 

Shifts in both the Missouri 
and Mississippi rivers have 
left the actual site of the camp 
in question, but the Lewis and 
Clark Historic Site, located in 
Hartford, is expected to play a 
major role in the celebration 

A $7 million interpretive 
center is planned for the site 
and is expected to be complet- 
ed in time for the bicentennial 
celebration in 2003. 

The center will be located 
just off Illinois Route 3 at the 
site. Construction is expected 
to begin next year and will be 
completed in time for the cen- 
ter to play a vital role in the 
anniversary, according to 
state officials. 

In the meantime, the socie- 
ty is celebrating three major 
events in the expedition's his-

war on drugs 


Author says effort undermines 
civil-military separation

"One of the most alarming 
side effects of the federal gov- 
ernment's war on drugs is the 
militarization of the law 
enforcement in America,” 
charges writer Diane Weber in 
a report published by the Cato 
Institute. 

Weber contends that "the 
American tradition of civil- 
military separation is break- 
ing down as Congress assigns 
rnore and more law enforce 
ment responsibilities to the 
aimed forces." 

She also claims that "state 
and local police officers are 
increasingly emulating the 
ghting tactics of sol- 





Weber warns "the lines that 
have traditionally separated 
the military mission from the 
police mission are getting 
badly blurred 

Over the last 20 years," she 
notes, "Congress has encour- 
aged the U.S. military to sup- 
ply intelligence, equipment, 
and training to civilian police 
That encouragement has 
spawned a culture of paramili- 
tarism in American police 
départments 

By virtue of their training 
and specialized armament, 
state and local police officers 
are adopting the tactics and 
mindset of their military men- 
tors." 

Weber stresses that "the 
actions and values of the 
police officer are distinctly 
different from those of the 
warrior.’” 

The job of a police officer,” 
she explains, "is to keep peace, 
but not by just any means. 
Police officers are expected to 
apprehend suspected law- 
breakers while adhering to 
constitutional procedures. 

The soldier, on the other 
hand, is an instrument of war, 
‘Weber emphasizes. "In boot 
camp, recruits are trained to 
inflict maximum damage on 
enemy personnel. Confusing 
the police function with the 
mnilitary function," she con- 
cludes, "can have dangerous 
consequences." 

* Weber is especially con- 
cerned about the proliferation 
of SWAT-team 

She notes that such units 
are "created to deal with 
emergency situations that are 
Beyond the capacity of the 
ordinary street cop. But 
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: “There should be no 
second guesses about 
their release. These peo- 
ple have suffered long 
énough along with their 
families waiting for 
them to get home.”

Weber warns, "as time pass: 
inactive SWAT units tend to 
jettison their original, limited 
mission for more routine polic- 
ing activities. Local jurisdic- 
tions should carefully assess 
the need for SWAT units,” she 
advises, "and guard against 
the danger of mission creep.” 

Recognizing that "federal 
policies have contributed to 
the culture of paramilitarism 
that currently pervades many 
local police departments,” 
Weber urges Congress to 

_ restore "the traditional 
American principle of civil- 
military separation embodied 
in the Posse Comitatus Act." 

Of course, we now know 
that the most brazen violation 
of this principle of civil-mili- 
tary separation occurred in 
Waco in 1993, when members 
of the U.S. Army's Delta 
Force participated in the 
Branch Davidian siege and 
helped burn 86 American citi- 
zens to death. 

No presumption of inno- 
cence, no chance to confront 
their accusers, no trial by 
jury; just a mass execution by 
incineration. 

It may not have been jus- 
tice, but it was swift. That 
may seem "kinda cool" to the 
power-mad pinheads in the 
White House (who relish their 
leader's abuse of executive 
orders to circumvent the leg- 
islative process), but to nor- 
mal, peace-loving, law-abiding 
Americans, it's "kinda seary." 

Bill Clinton has empowered 
the U.S. military to wage war 
on his own countrymen, and 
thanks to him 86 presumably 
innocent Americans are "kinda 
dead.”

No charges expected against truck driver in incident

A coroner's jury last week 
ruled the Aug. 24 death of 
Julius L. 
Horvath 
dental 
Horvath died from blunt 
chest trauma suffered when a 
tractor-trailer truck struck the 
car he was driving on Illinois 
Route 162 at Eduardo Drive 
shortly before 4 p.m 
Officer Eugene Wilkinson of 
the Pontoon Beach Police 
Department said that Horvath 
was unconscious inside his 
vehicle when the police 
arrived on the scene, and that 
he wearing his seatbelt 
Horvath was taken to St 
Elizabeth's Medical Center in 
Granite City, where he was 
pronounced dead at 4:03 p.m 
A coroner's investigation 
report read at the inquest indi- 
cated that when Horvath 





arrived at the hospital, he was 
in cardio-pulmonary arrest as 
a result of the accident 

Horvath suffered major 
chest injuries in the crash, 
according to the report. 

Horvath, 85, suffered from 
Parkinson's disease, but had 
no impairments, said his son- 
in-law, Don Sackett. 

“The man was very, very 
alert, in spite of his age,” 
Sackett said. 

He said the problem is the 
major congestion on Illinois 
Route 162. 

“The reason for the acci- 
dent is the absolute congestion 
on that highway at this time. 
There's no break in traffic,” 
he said. 

«Just today, coming here, it 
must have taken us 45 to 50 
seconds to gain access to the 
highway 

“I remember a time when 
you could walk across that 
road without even turning 
your head.” 








Sackett said that eventually 
a “trip light” traffic signal 
would have to be put into 
place at the intersection of 
Eduardo Drive and Illinois 
Route 162, to avoid just this 
type of accident 

~There'll clearly be more 
accidents there,” he said 

He said that a traffic light 
would have saved his father- 
in-law's life 

“I'd still have a much- 
appreciated father-in-law, and 
his children would still have 
their dad,” he said 

Officer Wilkinson said that 
no charges were filed in the 
accident, and none were 
expected. However, the driver 
of the truck that struck 
Horvath was cited for unsafe 
equipment 

Wilkinson also said that 
four witnesses to the accident 
all observed Horvath proceed 
through the intersection with- 
out yielding to oncoming traf- 
fic

Dorchincez said that about 
half the load of 25 tons of salt 
had already poured into an 
underground storage tank, 
when the remaining salt got 
stuck. As the truck driver 
raised the bed, the remaining 
salt broke loose all at once, 
forcing the tailgate of the 
truck to swing open. 
Hoffman was taken to 
Anderson Hospital.

Voters choose new license plate design 


By Kerry Smith

The state of Illinois has a _ 
new license plate, the byprod- 
uct of a first-ever people's 
choice campaign hosted by 
Secretary of State Jesse 
White's office. 

A shadowy image of 
President Abraham Lincoln 
accents the new plates, along 
with “Illinois” in script atop 
the plate and the printed 
words “Land of Lincoln” cen- 
tered at the bottom, with iden- 
tification numbers and letters 
in red atop a blue background 

More than 230,000 Illinois 
motorists went on-line to 
choose their favorite new plate 
candidate from a choice of 
nine styles. 

“Choosing the license plate 
design was just the first step 
of a large project to re-plate 
all Illinois vehicles,” White 
said. “More than four times as 
many license plates will be 
produced and distributed this 


coming year than in any other 
previous year.” 

Illinois’ Secretary of State 
said his office is appreciative 
of the quick and overwhelming 
response by motorists who. 
voted on a favorite plate, all 
230,000 votes came within a 30- 
day period 

“Thanks to everyone who 
helped choose the winning 
design,” said White. “We'll 
begin distributing the new 
license plates early in 2001 and 
all of the state's 8.5 million 
standard passenger vehicles 
will be re-plated in a 12-month 
period.” 

Although the scope of the 
re-plating project is by far the 
largest ever undertaken in 
Illinois, White said the goal is 
simple. 

“Our goal is to produce and 
distribute the new license 
plates in the most reliable and 
cost-effective manner possi 
ble,” he said. “We're using an 
aggressive distribution sched- 
ule and a process that pro- 
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vides the maximum conven- 
ience for the customer.” 

White's staff is reviewing 
the entire process for produc- 
ing and distributing license 
plates. 

“The old system isn't suited 
to handle the volume of trans- 
actions my office is preparing 
to make,” he said. “The time 
has come to streamline and 
modernize the license plate 
process.” 

Motorists will have the 
option of keeping their current 
plate numbers when applying 
for the new plates, said White 
The process for buying and 
renewing license plates will 
not change. 

“It's been 15 years since 
Illinois motorists were issued 
new license plates,” White 
said. “The old license plates 
have lost their reflectivity.”

Playoffs have not been kind to grid teams in SWC 


For a team that does not win a conference cham- 
pionship, it takes at least six wins to qualify for the 
playoffs. With the remaining schedule, only East St. 
Louis (2-2) has an outside chance of making it to 
the playoffs, along with league champion 
Edwardsville. The Flyers’ remaining schedule is 
Collinsville, Belleville East, Belleville West and 
Granite City. The Flyers very well could finish 6-2. 
However, because they played only eight games 
this year, they could fall short on the THSA point 
system. They'll have the disadvantage of getting 
points from only seven opponents, as opposed to 
eight with most of the other six-win teams in the 
state. Also, with St. Louis Sumner as one of their 
opponents, the Flyers also will lose out on points 
there, because the Missouri schools start a week - 
later than the Illinois schools. When the IHSA calcu- 
lates playoff points, Sumner will have played only 
eight games, not nine like the Illinois teams. 
‘So far, East St. Louis has earned 13 playoff 
points - the number of wins by its four opponents. 
Since the state expanded to 192 playoff teams in 
1985, it has taken a minimum of 33 points for a six- 
win to qualify as an at-large entry. That means 
East St. Louis needs to pick up a few points from its 
remaining four opponents to even be in the hunt. 
That could be hard to come by, considering two of 
the Flyers’ opponents - Belleville East and Granite 
City - have yet to win a game between them. The 
Flyers’ two other opponents — Collinsville and 
Belleville West - have two wins apiece. 

As disheartening as the SWC picture is, the 
Mississippi Valley Conference is bright. The league 
has four teams in contention for a playoff spot,

This kind of cafe is growing 
in availability and necessity 
for the "computer conscious 
individual," co-owner Vicki 
Mueller said. She believes the 
Internet is the most important 
aspect of the future of commu- 
nications. 

"The Internet is always 
expanding and the amount of 
information available is so 
important to the future of 
interpersonal communications 
and commerce exchange," 
Mueller said. 

Computer users are seen on 
a daily basis at the cafe check- 
ing or writing e-mail or play- 
ing games or surfing the 
Internet. Mueller estimates the 
amount of time users are on 
the system is close to 250 hours 
a month or 40 to 50 hours a 
week in the cafe. 

The number of users and 
the availability and attraction 
of the cafe relies on a Tl 
Server, which transfers infor- 
mation at 300 to 500 times 
faster than a home PC 
modem. Co-owner Jim Van 
Horn says that the availability 
of such a high-speed system is 
what brings customers back 
every time.

Cyber Safari charges 
$6.50/hour for Internet access, 
$5.50/hour with a student I.D., 
and offers three options for a 
monthly fee for different timed 
packages. Owners offer an 
unlimited access package for 
$159.95/month, as well. 

Along with individual 
CPU's, which are coupled with 
21-inch monitors, the cafe 
offers a family computer with 
a 32-inch monitor and wireless 
mouse and keyboard. 

The Internet has evolved 
into a force in today's private 
and commercial sectors of life. 
Since its' creation in 1969 by 
the United States Defense 
Department, the world has 
become a smaller place. 

According to an Internet 
Encyclopedia, found at 
www.freesoft.org, the birth of 
the network, known as the 
Internet, is traced back to a 
Defense Department project. 
The project focused on 
wartime digital communica- 
tions. 

The telephone system 
reportedly was the only the- 
ater-scale communications -

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system in use at the time. 
The Defense Department tar- 
geted a flaw in the system that 
allowed channels to change in 
the face of an attack, which 
allowed for interference of the 
information. 

The Internet was designed 
to reroute digital traffic 
around failed nodes by build- 
ing a theoretical web of data- 
gram network, called a 
"catanet." The Defense 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency was commissioned to 
design the program. 

DARPA created a gradual 
evolution of protocols, which 


coincided with problems facing 


the’ United States throughout 
the 1970s. The program 
evolved while testing itself 
through the Vietnam War, 
Watergate Scandal, Oil Crisis 
and the Iranian Hostage 
Crisis. 

The Internet began as a 
vehicle of the military and 
eventually filtered into the 
mainstream populous during 
these years, said Charles 
Arlen Johnson, coordinator of 
the Internet History 
Organization in Dallas, Texas.

In the darkest days of 
World War II, in a Polish ghet- 
to where life is grueling, terri- 
fying and sadly temporary, a 
ray of hope emerges. 
Unfortunately, it is an utter 
fiction — a lie. 

Does it matter? That is the 
question tackled by “Jakob the 
Liar,” a touching, whimsical 
film that explores the meaning 
of believing in something when 
the world is crumbling. 

Jakob Heym (Robin 
Williams), a ghetto cafe 
owner, has very little in his 
life, His restaurant has been 
closed and, above it, his house 
is barren.

the radio broadcast. Mischa 
assumes Jakob has somehow 
procured a radio — a danger- 
ous, forbidden commodity. 
And Mischa can’t keep the 
secret. 

Within days, word has 
spread: Jakob has a radio. 
And people want news. What 
unfolds is a delicate dance; 
Jakob is hiding something, yes 
— but it's a child, not a radio. 
He begins to concoct news bul- 
letins that imply an Allied vic- 
tory is near. Morale climbs; 
suicides stop. 

As matters grow more 
complicated, people demand 
to hear the radio themselves. 
“It’s not even your radio now,” 
Mischa admonishes, “It 
belongs to everyone now.” 

Ultimately, as Jakob grows 
into the role that misunder- 
standing’created for him, he 
must.decide whether to tell 
the truth or continue inventing 
the dispatches that will keep 
hope alive. 

“Jakob the Liar” is a rarity 
among films, a tale simultane- 
ously epic in its theme and 
striking in its attention to 
detail. Filmed stunningly on 
location in Poland and 
Hungary by Hungarian direc- 
tor Peter Kassovitz and cine- 
matographer Elemer Ragalyi, 
it is a complicated goulash of 
love, cruelty and dark whim- 
sy. Unlike many holocaust 
dramas, it rarely feels heavy 
— but never treats its subject 
lightly, either. 

The only thing that mars 
the film is a confusing, credi- 
bility-defying final two min- 
utes, But this is a mere bump; 
ue ending really matters lit- 

€. 

“Jakob the Liar” is a 
somber yet farcical opera 
about a lie that goes awry — 
one of the oldest tools in the 
comedy toolbox. But in the 
hands of Kassovitz and his tal- 
ented bunch of players, it 
becomes resin is oe 
asking a question that lingers 
long after the credits roll: If 
belief does more good than 
truth, is lying so bad after all?
